‘EEC’ DEMANDS SOVIET AFGHAN WITHDRAWAL, VIEWS MIDEAST

[Text] Venice, 13 Jun (XINHUA)--The heads of state and government of the 
nine member countries of the European Economic Community (EEC) reiterated 

the demand for the withdrawal of Soviet troops from Afghanistan and expressed 
their readiness to support the Palestinian people in their struggle for self- 
determination. 


In a special declaration issued at the end of a two-day EEC summit meeting 
here today, the nine West European leaders said, "the European Council has 
noted with deep concern the intensification of the military operations con- 
ducted by the Soviet troops in Afghanistan." "These dramatic developments 
increase still further the sufferings of the Afghan people," the declaration 
said. The nine leaders “emphasize the genuinely national nature of the 
resistance offered by an entire people." The European Council reaffirmed its 
conviction that it is necessary to find without delay the means of reaching a 
solution which would ensure the withdrawal of Soviet troops and the free 
exercise by the Afghan people of the right to determine their own future. 


The declaration said the great powers and the neighbouring states should 
agree to respect the sovereignty and integrity of Afghanistan and “renounce 
any stationing of troops on its soil or any form of military association with 
it." It said the European Council shares the concern expressed by the recent 
Islamic foreign ministers’ conference in Islamabad on the continued Soviet 
military presence in Afghanistan. 


In a separate declaration on the Middle East, the nine leaders “agreed that 
growing tension affecting this region constitutes a serious danger and renders 

a comprehensive solution to the Israeli-Arab conflict more necessary and pres- 
sing than ever." The declaration called for the recognition and implementation 
of two principles: “The right to existence and to security of all the states 
in the region, including Israel, and justice for all the peoples, which implies 
the recognition of the legitimate rights of the Palestinian people." It said, 
"these principles apply to all the parties concerned, and thus the Palestinian 
people, and to the PLO, which will have to be associated with the negotiations." 
It stressed that “the Palestinian people, which is conscious of existing as

such, must be placed in a position by an appropriate process defined within 

the tramework of the comprehensive peace settlement, to exercise fully its 

right to self-determination."” 

Tho nine leaders urged Israel to put an end to its territorial occupation of : 
Arab land which it has maintained since the conflict of 1967. 


The declaration stressed that “the nine member states of the European Eco- 
nomic Community consider that the traditional ties and interests which link 
Europe to the Middle East oblige them to play a special role and now require 
them to work in a more concrete way towards peace.” It said the nine leaders 
declare that "they are prepared to participate within the framework of a com- 
prehensive settlement in a system of concrete and binding international guaran- 
tees, including (guarantees) on the ground." 


As the foreign ministers of the nine EEC member states were successful at a 
recent meeting in solving the -horny problem concerning the British financial 
contribution to the EEC budget, the heads of state and government were able 
to concentrate on the discussion of imminent international problems among 
which the Middle East problem is more outstanding. This has made the summit 
meeting here more of a political character.

"XINHUA' REVIEWS WORLD OIL SITUATION

["Round-up: World's Turbulent Oil Situation''--XINHUA headline] 


[Text] Beijing, 12 Jun (XINHUA)--The ministerial meeting of the 13 members 
of the Organization of Petroleum Exporciing Countries (OPEC) which ended in 
Algiers yesterday without reaching agreement on the issue of restoring the 
unified pricing system, reflected the turbulent and confused oil situation, 
in the world. 


The situation is characterized by decreased output, a surplus of supply, 
rising prices and a chaotic market. At the turn of the 1980s, there is 
growing uncertainty and anxiety about the outlook of oil supplies. 


Over the last six months, world oil output has begun to decline. According 
to PETROLEUM LNTELLIGENCE WEEKLY, total production in the Western and the 
Third World oil-producing countries (not including China) averaged 47.6 mil- 
lion barrels per day in the first quarter of this year, down 930,000 barrels 
from the average 48.53 million b/d of 1979. OPEC's crude production account- 
ing for nearly half of world total oil production, averaged 29.3 million 
barrels per day, a drop of one million barrels as compared with 30.79 million 
b/d during 1979. The cuts in OPEC oil production for the second quarter be- 
gar to take shape in April. It was reported that OPEC's total production ‘s 
likely to be around 26.5 million barrels a day late this year, compared with 
31 million b/d in October 1979. The organization of Arab petroleum exporting 
countries recently called on oil-producing countries to control their output 
more closely to prevent major industrialized countries from building up stock- 
piles so as to safeguard the economic interests of oil-producing countries. 


Crude oil inventories of the Western countries have hit record highs. The 
British monthly PETROLEUM ECONOMIST reported in its April edition thrt world 
oil-stock level was at around 5.2 billion barrels. Crude oil stockpiles in 
the U.S.A., the world's largest oil consumer, had hit record highs for five 
consecutive weeks ending 20 May. At the end of April the United States had 

53 million tons in stock, or 16.8 percent more than on the same date last year. 











At present, crude oil inventories in Western countries with more than 100 
days of supply exceed largely the normal volume in stock. The tendency for 
building up stockpiles has not slackened till now. 


Since the third quarter of 1979, the Western countries, especially the United 
States, have entered a period of "economic recession". The continuing eco- 
nomic slowdown or decline in these countries will inevitably lead to a de- 
crease in oil demand. U.S. President Jimmy Carter recently announced his 
second energy plan, the core of which is to remove the control of oil price 
and tax the oil windfall profits, in order to reduce oil consumption and 
imports. The U.S. weekly OLL AND GAS JOURNAL reported in its 19 May issue 
that U.S. demand for petroleum products will drop to 17.4 million b/d during 
1980, down 1 million b/d from last year and total oil imports will decline 1 
million b/d to an average of 7.3 million b/d, down 12.17 percent. The United 
States reportedly imported 4.7 million barrels of crude oil per day in a week 
in mid-May, the lowest level in more than four years. In France, heavy ‘uel 
oil consumption was 9.7 percent down while the reduction in the use of dcmes- 
tic fuel was 11.6 percent in April compared with the same period last year. 


Recession in the Western countries, their record level in oil stock and oil- 
saving measures have reduced oil consumption and brought about a sluggish 
market. It is estimated that there is a surplus of about 2 million b/d in 
oil market. In the first quarter of this year, spot crude deals were about 
700,000 b/d, compared with 3 million b/d in the last nine months of 1979. 


Oil price is the concern for everybody, as it not only reflects market situa- 
tion, but affects directly the economy of various countries. 


The oil producers have been free to fix their oil prices since last year 
because the system of unified prices as operated by the OPEC countries was 
disrupted, and oil prices have soared since then. At present, crude oil 
prices are more than 130 percent over those in January last year. The soaring 
of oil prices by such a big margin has been seldom seen in history in view of 
the fact that there is enough supply in the world oil markets. 


[OW130912] The “confused and abnormal situation" under which oil supply is 
sufficient but oil prices skyrocket is a reflection of the serious concern of 
oil consumers over the prospect of an unstable oil supply. Iran, the second 
largest oil exporter in the world before, has greatly reduced its oil exports. 
Since the Soviet occupation of Afghanistan last December, the Gulf countries 
have been directly threatened by the Soviet aggressive acts, with Iran facing 
massive Soviet troops amassing along its borders. Meanwhile, the Soviet Union 
raised the demand for “an international guarantee" for the Gulf "oil route”, 
stressing that "the Soviet Union, as a potential buyer of the Middle East oil, 
has a legitimate right to get access to the oil resources." This is tantamount, 
in effect, to an open declaration that its next target is to occupy oil fields 
in the region. Therefore, Western countries depending on the Gulf oil have no 
reason to rest assured in face of such an overbearing situation. 














in the course of oil price soaring, the industrialized countries have raised 
their industrial goods prices by a still bigger margin and shifted the burden 
onto many Third World countries, to non-oil producers in particular. The non- 
oll producing co’... ries have to import both expensive industrial goods and 

oil products fron he West, causing huge international payments deficits to 
them every year. According to an AFP report, the payments deficits of the 
non-oil producers of the Third World may reach 50 billion dollars. In order 
to help these nations to overcome their financial difficulties caused by world- 
wide inflation and increased oil prices, the OPEC decided last May to increase 
its special aid for the Third World countries from 2,400 million to 4,000 mil- 
lion dollars. It is naturally of some help but can not solve the problem 
fundamentally. 


It is of course impossible to have a stable oil price at a time when the Soviet 
Union are pressing steadily forward towards the Middle East; inflation in the 
capitalist world is worsening and the prices of industrial goods are soaring. 
All signs indicate there will be little possibility of removing the root cause 
of oil price increases in the future.

U.S. NOW IN ECONOMIC RECESSION STAGE

{Text} New York, 4 Jun (XINHUA)=-The U.S. ie now in a recession, declared 
the National Bureau of Economic Research, the widely recognized arbiter of 
business cycles. 


After a closed-door meeting yesterday, the bureau's business cycle dating 
committee issued a statement identifying January 1980 as "the most recent 
peak in the business cycle." 


"Unless there is an extraordinarily sharp and quick reversal of activity, 
this peak will mark the onset of a recession,” the statement added. 


According to the definition of capitalist economics, a business cycle has 
four parte: A peak, a period of contraction, a trough and an expansion 
phase. it is the contraction stage .hat is considered to be a recession. 
The current recession ie the seventh in the post-war era. 


Announcing the recession to ministers of the 24-nation Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD) today, U.S. Commerce Secretary 
Philip Klutznick said this has not changed the Carte: administration's com- 
mitment to anti-inflationary economic policies. 


Although he did not mention any figures, OECD experts are now forecasting 
that ovtput in the U.S. this year will drop 0.5 percent after a rise of 2.25 
percent in 1979. OECD estimates put the U.S. inflation rate at 10.25 percent 
for 1980 compared with 9.5 percent the previous year.

[Text] New York, 5 Jun (XINHUA correapondent)--Two gasless, noiseless and 
pollution-free test vehicles--a Volkswagen car and a 3,000-pound van, both 
powered by zinc-chloride electric engine unite, were driven around Columbus 
Circle of New York City in a demonstration held by Gulf-Western Industries, 
inc. thie morning. 


The first practical electric vehicles have become a reality. 


David N. Judelson, president of the company, told reporters that electric 
vehicles could save the U.S. approximately 225 million barrels of oil 
annually in the year 2000, or about 9 percent of current gasoline consumption 
in this country. He projected that 120,000 electric vehicles could be pro- 
duced domestically in 1985 and 6.6 million--or 39 percent of the total esti- 
mated U.S. automobile production--in the year 2000. 


In addition, he said, the cost of driving 150 miles would be $3.45 for an 
electric vehicle, compared with $9.75 for a gasoline-powered vehicle today. 


In face of the ever aggravating energy crisis in this country, the U.S. 
Government pays special attention to development of energy conservation 
technology, including electric vehicle systems. The Department of Energy 

is undertaking a program to develop and improve electric vehicle technology. 
Gulf-Western Company began to study the zinc-chlorine battery system in 1972 
with the support of the Department of Energy. Around 400 scientists and 
engineers were involved in this project, with a total investment of $43 mil- 
lion for research and development.

NATO NUCLEAR PLANNING GROUP ENDS NORWAY MEETING

[Text] Beijing, 5 Jun (XINHUA)=<-A NATO nuclear planning group meeting 
indicated that NATO would go ahead with its December decision to deploy 
almost 600 Pershing-2 and cruise missiles in Western Europe to counter Soviet 
58-20 missiles and backfire bombers, according to an Oslo report. 


The two-day meeting of NATO defence ministers, which ended in Norway yester- 
day at the Bodo Air Base, reiterated the offer to negotiate with the Soviet 
Union on limitations on medium-range nuclear weapons in Europe. 


The defence ministers of 12 NATO members expressed concern over the continued 
Soviet build-up in medium-range nuclear weapons aimed at Western Europe. 
British Defence Secretary Francie Pym told journalists after the meeting that 
the Soviet build-up in nuclear missiles aimed at Western Europe had accelerated 
in the last six months. He said that Soviet $5-20 missiles were now coming out 
at the rate of one every five days, instead of one every seven days six months 
ago. Furthermore, the phasing out of the older SS—4s and S5-5s, which the 
58-208 are due to replace, has slowed down, he said. In reference to the 
Soviet retention of SS-48 and SS-5e, a final communique of the meeting said, 
"this, coupled with the continuing deployment of the SS-20 missiles, might 

lead to an even larger Soviet superiority in long-range theatre nuclear for- 
ces in the mid-80s than previously anticipate. 


The NATO nuchear planning group meeting made it clear to Moscow that it had 
unanimously decided to execute its December plan to deploy 108 Pershing-2 
missiles in West Germany starting in 1983 and to begin deploying cruise mis- 
siles in Britain and Italy towards the end of 1983. 


The defence ministers called on the Soviet Union to respond positively to the 
West's offer to negotiate on limitations on medium-range nuclear weapons in 
Europe. But they said that the Soviet Union “was instead advancing unaccept- 
able pre-conditions”. U.S. Defence Secretary Harold Brown said, “the USSR 
would have no interest in negotiating with us if we were not reinforcing our 
potential.”

[Text] Bangkok, 8 Jun (XINHUA)=-Thai Foreign Minister Sitthi Sawetsila said 
here thie morning that if the Kampuchea issue is to be settled, the Vietnamese 
troops must firet of all be withdrawn from that country before any political 
solution is reached, 


Speaking at the airport after his return from a visit to the United States 
and Britain, he said Thailand and other ASEAN countries still maintain their 
position. 


"I don't think,” he said, “this policy of ours can be defeated by others." 
"The ASEAN countries are well-united,” he explained, "anyone who wants to 
foment splite among us is doomed to failure.” 


He also told the newsmen at the airport that the Geneva international meeting 
on humanitarian assistance and relief to the Kampuchean people, which he had 
attended, had achieved satisfactory results. It is helpful for Thailand to 
solve all the problems it faces at present and those that might arise in the 
future, he added. 


He said that Thailand hopes the countries the world over as well as the par- 
ties concerned will cooperate in helping the Kampuchean refugees in Thailand 
and in the Thai-Kampuchean border regions return to their homeland. 


Sitthi also disclosed that the United States is paying great attention to the 
stability and security of Thailand and will continue to step up the assistance 
to the country.

SINGAPORE LEADER SAYS SRV ‘CANNOT WIN IN KAMPUCHEA’

[Text] Bangkok, 11 Jun (XINHUA)--Singaporian Deputy Prime Minister 
5S. Rajaratnam said Vietnam “is bogged down in an increasingly crippling 
and unwinnable war" in Kampuchea. 


Addressing a dinner party at the foreign correspondents’ club here tonight, 
Rajaratnam stressed that "the Vietnamese cannot win and will not win the 
war." 


The deputy prime minister who arrived here this afternoon for a visit to 
Thailand described Vietnam as “the victim of the rooster fallacy." “It is 
the kind of logic that an intelligent rooster would use to convince itself 
that it has total control over the sun," he said. 


Commenting on the situation in Kampuchea, Rajaratnam said Vietnam was 
branded by the world as an aggressor and a small-time imperialist because 
of their invasion of Kampuchea and it has few friends left now. 


"(Vietnam's) illusion of overwhelming military superiority is now being 
dispelled by realities in Kampuchea," he declared, adding that "the Khmer 
Rouge guerrilla force has, after 18 months, got the Vietnamese army f loun- 
dering after an elusive victory." 


He pointed out that the Vietnamese Army is operating on borrowed strength. 
“Without Soviet aid and equipment the Vietnamese war effort in Kampuchea 
would collapse totally, without Soviet economic and other aid, it would not 
be possible for the Vietnamese to upkeep 200,000 soldiers in Kampuchea and 
an estimated one million men in readiness to cope with what the Vietnamese 
call the ‘Chinese menace’,” he said. 





Turning to the predicament that the Vietnamese are in, he said the isolated 
Vietnamese have no choice but to cling desperately to Soviet coat-tails and 
they cannot now afford to sever their links with the Soviets because the 
Soviets are the only protection for their survival. 


Rajarantnam pointed out that the war in Kampuchea was a protracted one, so 
“we have no choice but to allow the irresistable logic of events to convince 
the Vietnamese that they cannot win in Kampuchea for the same reasons the 
stubborn French and the mighty Americans could not win in Vietnam."

"XINHUA' CITES WESTERN NEWS SOURCES ON KHMER ROUGE STRENGTH

[Text] Beijing, 16 Jun (XINHUA)=-The armed forces of Democratic Kampuchea 
“are now offering the strongest resistance to the Vietnamese army since it 
overran Phnom Penh 17 months ago,” said the British paper THE TIMES today. 


Quoting an experienced observer who had just returned to Bangkok, the paper 
said, “the Khmer Rouge seem to be everywhere. The Vietnamese are able to 
guarantee security in only a few places. Khmer Rouge guerrillas have been 
penetrated Phnom Penh where recently there have been several bombing and 
shooting incidents." 


“Attacks in the past fortnight on bridges across main highways appear to be 
making poor communications even more chaotic. Morale and discipline among 
Vietnamese troops have declined even further. Defections are increasing with 
some soldiers, including North Vietnamese veterans as well as young con- 
scripts from the south,” it added. "Western intelligence analysts say at 
least 2,000 Vietnamese soldiers have escaped into Thailand." 


"As a result of these development and of their own increase in manpower and 
supplies the Khmer Rouge are looking more formidable than at any time since 
they lost Phnom Penh," the paper observed. 


AFP on 13 June quoted travellers who had returned to Bangkok as saying, 
“bridges have been damaged or destroyed and travel along highways five and 
six around the Tonle Sap Lake is becoming difficult.” 


UPL correspondents who had made a trip to Kampuchea reported on 12 June that 
operating in bands of five to 10 men, the Kampuchean guerrillas have steadily 
increased their countrywide attacks--making LUridges and isolated army out- 
posts their main targets. Banteay Srei, the most treasured temple, is com- 
pletely off limits to visitors because of guerrilla activities, they said. 
Guerrilla attacks in Kompong Speu Province, at the foot of the guerrilla-held 
Cardamon mountains, are reported with increasing frequency.

U.S. TO INCREASE AID TO LIBERIA

[Text] Monrovia, 5 Jun (XINHUA)=--The United States will not only continue 
but also increase its economic and military assistance to Liberia, disclosed 
4 spokesman of the U.S. Embassy here today at the end of a four-day visit by 
a high-level U.S. delegation to Liberia. 


The visit, the first one by a U.S. delegation to Liberia since the 12 April 
coup, came at a time when the Liberian government was faced with various 
internal and external difficulties and Liberians and many countries in the 
world were anxious to know in which direction the U.S.-Liberian relations 
would develop. 


The U.S. delegation, composed of Assistant Secretary of State for African 
Affairs Richard Moose, Congressman William Gray of the House of Representa- 
tives African Affairs Sub-Committee and Jerry Funk of the National Security 
Council, held extensive discussions on bilateral issues with Liberian head 

of state Samuel K. Doe and many other government officials including ministers 
of foreign affiars, national defence, finance and planning and economic af- 
fairs. 





The American Embassy spokesman described the visit as very fruitful and 
successful. The delegation assessed the present situation in Liberia and 
identified the needs of the Liberian side. It will report to President Car- 
ter and the U.S. Congress and present its proposals on how to strengthen the 
traditional relations between the two countries. 


The United States and Liberia have had close traditional relations for over 
100 years. The United States provided about $443 million of assistance to 
Liberia from 1945 to 1979. U.S. private investments in Liberia total $340 
million, dominating the country's major economic sectors such as iron ore 
and rubber production.

U.S., OMAN REACH ECONOMIC, DEFENSE AGREEMENT

[Text] Washington, 5 Jun (XINHUA)--The United States has reached an economic 
and defense aid agreement with the strategically important Gulf State of Oman 
in a bid to improve its capability of projecting military forces to that 
region in time of emergency. 


Announcing the agreement, U.S. State Department spokesman Hodding Carter 
said that the facilities were needed to strengthen U.S. ability to “contri- 
bute to the stability and security of the region in the face of the Soviet 
military expansion", and that “it is not therefore directed at any state in 
the region.” 


Oman guards the Strait of Hormuz, through which 61 percent of Western oil 
supplies pass. 


U.S. officials said the agreement would include U.S. use of airfield and 
port facilities in Oman, but the U.S. has no intention to seek military base 
or to station any military unite there. They also said U.S. military uid to 
Oman would include anti-tank and anti-aircraft missiles, armor and transport 
aircraft, and favourable military credit. 


According to spokesman Hodding Carter, similar agreements are being negotiated 
with Kenya and Somalia. The negotiations with Kenya are progressing satisfac- 
torily, but “difficulties” are being encountered with Somalia, he said. 


It was learned that U.S. negotiations for access to military facilities in 
the region began after the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan last December.

INDLAN MINISTER VLEWS ALLING ECONOMY

[Text] Beijing, 14 Jun (XINHUA)--<India faces a challenging task in the eco- 
nomic field during the current year, Finance Minister R. Venkataraman cau- 
tioned the nation yesterday, according to today's INDIAN EXPRESS. He 
stressed that the containment of inflation would continue to be the major 
objective of economic policy in the coming years. 


But he indirectly gave expression to the government's dilemma in achieving 
the objective in view of the aggravation of the difficult economic situation 
by the all-round deterioration in almost every sector of the economy during 


On the one hand, he emphasized that the quantum of financial deficit should 
be well within the tolerance limits of the economy. On the other the scope 
for additional resource mobilization through taxation was “some-what limited 
in view of the lack of growth in the economy and the substantia’ burden im- 
posed by the large oil price increase." 


Some of the highlights of the economy in 1979-80 revealed in the survey are 
as follows: 


The real gross national production showed a decline of about three percent 
with savings and investment showing an even lower rate. 


The output of foodgrain was only about 116 million tons compared with 131.4 
million tons in the preceding year. The unprecedented drought was responsi- 
ble for the shortfall of 14 million tons in the kharif output (autumn harvest). 


Industrial production declined by 0.8 percent as against an increase of 7.6 
percent in 1978-79 (the second year of Janata rule) and the annual average 
of 6.9 percent during the four-year period of 1975-79. 


Total power generation was just two percent above the level of the previous 
year. 
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Railwaye continue to perform poorly with originating treight traffic 
declining by 3.3 percent. Saleable steel production declined by 8.4 per- 
cent and cement by 9.1 percent. Sugar output dropped by 28 percent. 


The survey conceded that the economy had witnessed a "remarkable price 
atability"” in the firet two years of Janata rule before the sharp increase 
in prices set in 1979-80, 


The average level of prices in the year under review rose by 16.7 percent 
over that of the preceding year. Between 31 March 1979 and 29 March 1980, 
the index of wholesale prices went up by 19.9 percent. The survey showed 
the prices had shot up after Mr Charan Singh's controversial budget for 1979 
and the increase in petroleum prices in August 1979,

The budget presented by Indian Finance Minister R. Venkataraman in Parliament 
envisages a deficit of 16,400 million rupees (2,050 million dollars) --about 
1,325 million dollars less than the record deficit of 3,375 million dollars 
in 1979-1980. 


The total expenditure this year is expected to be 214,670 million <upees 
(26,834 million dollars) against receipts of 132,870 million rupees (24,109 
million dollars). 


Defence expenditure has been increased by 638 million dollars over last year's 
provision to 36,000 million rupees (4,500 million dollars). 


Agriculture takes one of the largest chunks of the budget with a total plan 
outlay of 22,470 million rupees (2,807 million dollars) compared with 2,264 
million dollars last year. 


Power generation and petroleum sector have received major attention from the 
government with increased expenditure on both. 


The government has earmarked 27,450 million rupees (3,430 million dollars) 
or ll percent more than last year for increasing power generation. 


The budget also envisages aid from abroad to India worth 12,520 million ! 
rupees (1,565 million dollars). In addition, the Indian Government plans to 
seek a loan of 5,400 million rupees (675 million dollars) from the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund. 


An AFP dispatch from New Delhi said that the increase in defence expenditure 
was necessitated by the massive 1,200 million dollars arms deal which India 
signed recently with the Soviet Union for a variety of sophisticated weapons.

Areas of industrial cooperation identified during the talks were automotive 
and commercial vehicles industry, oil refineries, petrochemicals, power 
plants, construction industry and establishment of industrial estates. 


India also agreed to provide whatever assistance possible to Iran in the 
fields of science, technology and planning.

NINE LNDIAN STATES HOLD ELECTLONS

[Text] Beijing, 4 Jun (XINHUA)--Nine Indian states held their assembly elec- 
tions last Wednesday and Saturday, according to New Delhi reports. 


Of the nine states contested, Mrs Indira Gandhi's Congress (1) Party won 
overwhelming majority in the seven states of Maharashtra, Utter Pradesh, 
Gujarat, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Rajasthan and Pujab. 


In Tamil Nadu state, the Congress (I) Party lost to the All Indian Anna 
Davida Munnetra Kazhagam which formed a united front with some other parties 
in the election. 


The result of the election in Bihar state was delayed, as the federal elec- 
tion commission declared another round of election later in 26 constituencies 
where polling boxes were stolen and other malpractices were rampant. However, 
out of the 286 seats so far declared in the state, which has a 324-member house, 
the Congress (I) Party has secured 150 seats, only 13 short of an absolute 
majority. 


The governments in the nine opposition-run states were dissolved and ~.resh 
elections were ordered by Prime Minister Mrs Indira Gandhi on 1? ‘ebruary, 
shortly after her victory in the general elections. 


The present state assembly elections saw the worst election violence since 
India's independence, with 60 dead and over 2,000 injured by bomb attacks or 
in clashes with the troops and police. Eight candidates died in the competi- 
tion, of whom, six belong to the opposition parties and only two belong to the 
ruling Congress (I) Party. Three candidates opposed to the Congress (I) Party 
were killed in the northern Indian state of Utter Pradesh alone during the 
race.

[Text] Geneva, 12 Jun (XINHUA)--The Geneva Committee on Disarmament resumed 
work at its summer session today after one and a half months’ recess. 


During the general debate at the last spring session, representatives from 
many countries strongly condemned the Soviet aggression on Afghanistan and 
demanded an immediate withdrawal of Soviet troops from that country. They 
also excoriated the Soviet Union and Vietnam for their use of lethal chemical 
weapons in Afghanistan, Laos and Kampuchea and urged the international com- 
munity to make an impartial inquiry into the matter.

However, progress in the work is expected to be made slowly since serious 
differences still exist on various disarmament issues among different coun- 
tries, especially between the Soviet Union and the United States and between 
the two superpowers on the one hand and the small and medium-sized countries 
on the other. 


Today's meeting observed two minutes of silence at the beginning to honour 
the memory of both the late President Tito of Yugoslavia and Prime Minister 
Masayoshi Ohira of Japan who died early this morning.

Referring to Egypt's relations with China, the statement said, “China supports 
us and boosts our efforts, citing a good example of commitment to principles 
it calls for." 


The statement urged the Soviets to stop interfering in the internal affairs 
of Arab and African countries and to withdraw its troops from Afghanistan.

Minister Prem Tinsulanon and Foreign Minister Sitthi Sawetsila on matters 
of mutual concern, mainly the Kampuchean issue. 


Rajaratnam told reporters after the discussions that for the settlement of 
the Kampuchean problem, “we must have long-term plans.

together scholars of various countries to discuss economic and cultural ties

that is full of anxiety and tension." 


The first international social science conference convened in China since 
the founding of New China in 1949, the occasion drew some 60 scholars from 
China and six South Asian countries. They focused their discussions on: 
Common problems in economic development such as energy and food; social sci- 
ences and their development in the various countries; and the friendship and 
cultural relations between China and South Asia. 


Voicing the appreciation of the seminar, Indian scholar Mr Rajni Kothari 
noted that Indian and Chinese scholars and intellectuals have had no direct 
contacts for at least 15 years, and said, “the role of non-official and 
intellectual contacts is crucial."

[Text] The 5-day special session of the UN Council for Namibia in Algiers 
ended on 1 June. The session unanimously adopted the Algiers declaration and 
a program of action on the issue of Namibia. The deciaration reiterated sup- 
port of the member countries of the council for the Namibian people's opposi- 
tion to South African colonialism and racism and their efforts for national 
independence and struggle for liberation, indignantly denounced South Africa's 
illegal military occupation of Namibia and plundering of its natural resources, 
and demanded that the security council impose mandatory sanctions on South 
Africa as provided by Chapter Seven of the UN Charter. To further mobilize 
world public opinion more extensively, the "declaration" also appealed for the 
holding of an international conference next year to support the struggle of 
the Namibian people for national liberation. In addition, the council stated 
that it will continue to promote the implementation of the no. 1 decree adopted 
by the 29th UN Session on 13 December 1974 on protecting the natural resources 
of Namibia. 


The further development of the Namibian people's struggle naturally must first 
rely on their own efforts, but it is also not separated from the extensive 
support by international society. This was also fully expressed at this 
special session. In his speech at the opening ceremony, Algerian Foreign 
Minister Ben Yahia pointed out that since the Algerian people won their inde- 
pendence through long-term national armed struggle, we praise the fighting 
role of SWAPO in the liberation of Namibia and in refusing the barbarous 
apartheid system. Council Chairman (Baur Lusaka) pointed out in his speech 
that it was the struggle SWAPO that had forced South Africa to come to the 
negotiating table. He emphatically pointed out that the Namibian people's 
struggle in just and received overwhelming support from the international 
family. In his speech, frontline country Botswana representative (Oudeng- 
tababei) pointed out that South Africa must no longer be allowed to exercise 
the policy of white rule and apartheid.

natural resources of Namibia. In their speeches, some representatives criti- 
cized and denounced certain international western companies for ignoring the 
UN resolutions. With the "authorization" of the South African authorities, 
they have mined the natural resources of Namibia. Some representatives pointed 
out that these natural resources should include fish resources. The council 
decided to criticize all the countries which illegally fish in the territorial 
waters of Namibia. Even this ordinary decision touched certain countries on 

a sore spot. The Soviet Union and a few other countries repeatedly got en- 
tangled on this issue and kept writing articles on the word “illegal,” causing 
many countries to feel unhappy.

FRENCH AUTOMAKER NEGOTIATING FOR JOINT PRODUCTION WITH PRC

[Text] Guangdong, 16 Jun (AFP)--China has the potential to become one of the 
world's largest markets for cars, a top executive of the French motor giant 
Citroen said here today on the eve of the opening of the first-ever motor show 
by a foreign firm in China. 


France has taken the first step towards long-term cooperation with China as 
Citroen has entered into negotiations in three plants for joint undertakings 
in Beijing, Shanghai and Guangdong, said Georges Falconnet, director of 
Citroen's international department. 


Mr Falconnet was speaking at a press conference at the Foreign Trade Centre, 
shortly before a preview of the Citroen motors technological and industrial 
exhibition, which takes up an area of more than 6,800 square metres spread 
over three floors, plus a compound outside. 


More than 300 French businessmen representing Citroen and 92 of its suppliers 
have arrived to attend the show from 17-27 June, with 18 forums on technologi- 
cal exchange thrown in for good measure. 


Mr Falconnet said: “Negotiations are going on with the motor industry in 
Shanghai for a joint venture making use of the existing plants and machinery 
in establishing a modern plant with an annual capacity for 150,000 new, 
modern, compact and economical sedans. 


"We hope to arrive at a new stage in the negotiations soon." 


On the second plant, he said: "We are also negotiating with the Beijing 
Automobile Plant and have already signed an agreement with the Beijing 
Equipment Import and Export Corporation in Paris in April this year on 
cooperation to modernize the Beijing plant's BJ212 jeeps and BJ130 small 
lorries. Talks will resume in October with much exchange of views on tech- 


nology." 


On the third plant, he said that talks were proceeding with the Guangdong 
Municipal Automobile Industrial Corporation to cooperate in setting up a car 
assembly plant in Yenbu commune, near Guangdong. 
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Based on the combined compensation trade principle, the project will have a 
capacity for a few thousand cars a year for export in the first stage, he 
said. 


As one way to help to solve China's foreign-exchange problem, Citroen has 
laid down a policy whereby “we buy from China before we sell," he said. 


He has found that many of China's plants can turn out high-standard spares 
and machinery, which Citroen has been buying in quantities, for "we know if 
we buy more from them it will be easier for them to buy from us,” he added. 


Mr Falconnet recalled that Citroen chairman Jacques Lombard had met Chinese 
Premier Hua Guofeng in Paris on 20 October last year, “reflecting the friend- 
ship between our two countries and two peoples." 


He noted that, “since the time of President Charles de Gaulle, the friendship 
between China and France has been developing unceasingly. We hope this 
friendship will help us in our future negotiations."

[Text] Guangzhou, 18 Jun (AFP)--Amid the din of firecrackers, Vice-Governor 
of South China's Guangdong Province Ye Xianping cut the ribbon at the opening 
ceremony for Citroen Motors’ industrial technology exhibition here Tuesday. 


More than 1,000 people, including Chinese officials, automobile engineers and 
technicians from right across the country and more than 300 French business- 
men came to the first motor show ever staged by a foreign firm in China. 


Over 92 suppliers, in addition to Citroen, took part in the show. 


Citroen is seeking long-term cooperation with China because it will be to 
the mutual benefit of China and France if good fuel-saving design and choice 
of the right partner can combine to contribute to optimal car production and 
China's modernization programme, said George Taylor, adviser on international 
affairs for the PSA Peugeot Citroen group. 


Mr Taylor, who was speaking at the ceremony, is also ex-president of the 
Board of Directors of Citroen Motors. 


To help to solve China's foreign-exchange problem, he said, Citroen had laid 
down a policy to make use of Chinese-made components in its car production. 


In his brief review of Citroen's history and experience, Mr Taylor mentioned 
the French car giant's successful cooperation with Yugoslavia and Romania, 
hoping for similar successful long-term cooperation with China. 


Earlier, Georges Falconnet, director of Citroen's International Department, 
had also cited Citroen's joint ventures with Yugoslavia and Romania. 


The Yugoslav project, in which Citroen had a 49 percent interest, is produc- 
ing 15,000 cars a year, with an ultimate plan to turn out 60,000 cars a year, 
he said. 
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Citroen has 36 percent participation in a joint venture with Romania, where, 
under a 25-year contract, the plant is expected to swing into production next 
month. 


The plant has a capacity of 130,000 cars a year, he said. 


Both Mr Taylor and Mr Falconnet referred to Citroen's negotiations with the 
Chinese automobile industry on three plants for car production in Beijing, 
Shanghai and Guangzhou respectively. 


Mr Falconnet revealed that Citroen had signed a contract for setting up an 
after-sale service centre at the Tung Fang Hotel in Guangzhou, which is under- 
stood to have bought 15 Citroens. 


Mr Falconnet said that Citroen, Peugeot and Talbot formed the Giant Motor 
Group PSA, which produced 2,500,000 cars last year with a labour force of 
250 ,000. 


Citroen, which turned out 800,000 cars last year with a workforce of 70,000, 
is the world's third largest and Europe's biggest car maker, with experience 
for long-term cooperation with China, he said. 


"Long-term cooperation is necessary because a modern car today may become 
backward tomorrow and there must be constant improvement in design and pro- 
duction following more and more exacting market demand," Mr Falconnet added. 


The exhibition will last until 28 June with 18 forums on exchange of tech- 
nology thrown in for good measure.

(Text) Beijing, 13 Jun (XLNHUA)=-Marshal Nie Rongzhen is very pleased that 
the Japanese girl Mihoko he saved in war-time 40 years ago has been found, 
reports the PEOPLE'S DALLY today, quoting the BELJING EVENING NEWS of 12 June. 


Speaking in an interview with the EVENING NEWS, the 80-year-old veteran 
wished Mihoko's family a happy life. 


"Yesterday I read the enthusiastic letter from Mihoko and saw two pictures 

of her, one taken recently and the other taken when she was a child,” Nie 
Rongzhen said. "She looks very much like when she wae a little girl. Forty 
years passed and we have found her at last. How nice! I am very pleased and 
I wish her family a happy life." 


The PEOPLE'S DAILY also carries the letter Mihoko wrote to Nie Rongzhen and 
two pictures of her taken in her childhood. In her letter Mihoko recalled 
how Chinese soldiers had cared for her and her younger sister after they had 
lost their parents. 


"If possible, 1 would like to visit China to call on your excellency and to 
thank you for saving my life," the letter said. 


Now vice-chairman of the military commission of the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of China, Nie Rongzhen was commander of the Shanxi-Chahar- 
Hebei theatre in North China during the war against Japanese aggression. 


Mihoko, then five years old, and her one-year-old sister, were found in a 
flaming house by General Nie's troops when they captured the Jiangxing coal 
mine near Shijiazhuang in Hebei Province in a gigantic offensive involving 
110 regiments of the communist-led eighth route army. 


The two little girls’ father, an assistant railway station master, had been 
mortally wounded and their mother killed by heavy artillery fire from the 
Japanese forces sho tried to block the eighth route army's advance. The 
father died short 'y afterwards in a Chinese army medical station. 
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General Nie inatructed hie troops to take good care of the two children and 
later ordered that they be sent to the nearest Japanese headquartera with a 
letter to the commanding officer, asking him to take care of the two girls, 
Mihoke'sa aiater, however, died in a hospital in Shijiazhuang later. 


"Although the war wae started by the Japanese reasors, Japanese children 
were innocent and they should be sent back home," Nie Rongshen said to the 
BELJING EVENING NEWS reporter. 


The story about Mihoko was firat told in an article written by Yao Yuanfang, 
deputy director of the LIBERATION ARMY DAILY which appeared in Chinese papers 
in late May. It was promptly picked up by the Japanese press and within ten 
days Mihoko was located in Miyazaki Prefecture with the help of many Japanese. 


Today's PEOPLE'S DALLY also reports that, on 10 June, Nie Rongzhen received 
a traditional-style gold-plated "lion helmet" presented to him by a society 
formed by veterans of a Japanese regiment who are now supporters of Japan- 
China cooperation. 


They paid high tribute to Marshal Nie for his humanitarian action and hailed 
the fine tradition of the Chinese people's l‘beration army.

{Yext] Beijing, 12 Jun (XUNHUA)--Chinese research into South Asian affairs 
is going full steam, and scholars are working on a series of books for 
general readers as well ae academic treatises on South Asia, according to 
Ji Xianlin, a noted Chinese historian and vice-president of Beijing Univer- 
sity. 


Ji Xianlin spoke at a seminar on South Asian studies which began Monday and 
is being attended by 40 Chinese and 20 South Asian scholars. 


Surveying the past and future Asian studies in China, Ji Xianlin listed half 
a dozen academic organizations in China devoted to the study of South Asia, 
including the Institute of South Asian Studies, which is under the joint 
administration of the Chinese Academy of Sciences and Beijing University. 

He said some 700 professional researchers are involved in the study of South 
Asian countrices. 


Ji Xianlin also outlined the 1979-1985 plan for the study of South Asia which 
includes 152 projects--more than one-third concerning language and literature. 


He said aims of these studies are: 


--Further comprehensive investigation into the South Asian countries, espe- 
cially political and economic development and foreign relations (particularly 
with Cnina); 


--To collect, edit, translate and publish literature on the history of rela- 
tions between China and South Asian countries, especially the vast amount of 
valuable literature written in the Sanskrit and Pali languages in Tibet and 


the ancient language of Xinjiang; 


--To strengthen traditional friendship and develop cultural and commercial 
exchanges between China and South Asian countries. 
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Ji Xianlin said friendly contacts between the Chinese and South Asian peoples 
began in pre-hiatorical times, 


"According to ancient Chinese history books and ancient Indian epics, exchange 
of envoys as well as cultural interflow between China and the South Asian sub- 
continent had already taken place as early ae over two thousand years ago,” 
he said, 


Chinese imperial annale contain special sections devoted to South Asia as a 
whole and to particular countries of the region. Also, many history books 
and treatises on South Asia were written on the basie of first-hand informa- 
tion by Chinese who travelled great distances. For inatance, Xuan Zhuang, a 
famous monk of the Tang Dynasty (618-907 A.D.), recorded with painstaking 
detail on his journeys through more than 100 states stretching westwards from 
the borders of Tang China across the subcontinent, including what are now the 
Central Asian region of the Soviet Union, Afghanistan, Pakistan, India and Sri 
Lanka. 


In addition, many important religious and philosopnical writings from South 
Asian countries have been preserved in China, Ji }ianlin said. Ancient 
Sanskrit works which have been lost in India, for inetance, still exist in 
Chinese versions. 


He observed that China and South Asian countries are among the most ancient 
civilizations in the world, and the Yellow, Ganges and Indus rivers have 

all given birth to splendid cultures. In modern history, these countries 
have supported each other in their common struggle against colonialism and 
imperialism and for independence and freedom, he said, “by learning a lot 
from the peoples of South Asia and combining our own national characteristics, 
we Chinese people too have grown wonderful flowers in the world garden of 
science, art, ideology and culture," Prof. Ji said.

Lini in @ national radio broadcast today. 


Lini also demanded that the rebels release the hostages they have held and lay 
down their arms by 1300 GMT today before coming to the negotiating table. 


If these conditions are acceptable to the rebels, the government “is pre- 
pared to make laws in accordance with the constitution before 30 July in 
order to provide for the status and powers of regional assemblies," Lini 
added. 


Responding to the government ultimatum, separatists announced over the radio 
today that they would negotiate with the government only on the conditions 
that the negotiation will be held on the Espiritu Santo Island with the par- 
ticipation of British and French government representatives that telecom- 
munications, sea and air links with the island, cut off by the government, 
be restored. 


The New Hebrides, a group of some 80 islets in the Pacific with a population 
of about 94,000, has been a joint Anglo-French condominium for the last 74 
years and is scheduled to become independent on 30 July this year. Walter 
Lini became the country's chief minister and the prime minister elect when 

he won national elections last October and his English-speaking Vanuaaka Party 
was given the authority to head the new government of the nation to be known 
as Vanu'atu after the independence. 


The secessionist rebellion which started on 28 May when about 800 armed French- 
speaking | and natives led by wealthy plantation owner Jimmy Stevens 
seised 1 of the Espiritu Sento Island and imprisoned the district 
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commissioner and a dogen of policemen, culminated in the unilateral proclama- 
tion on 3 June of a “provisional government" of a break-away new atate of 
"Vemarana” there with Stevens as ite “chief minister". They were reported to 
have feared that Lini's government ‘1a too closely aligned with Britain" and 
that they would fare badly when the n. tion becomes independent. 


To quell the secessioniat revolt, the New Hebrides government has repeatedly 
called on the British and French governments to intervene militarily and 
halted all sea, air and telecommunications linke with, and supplies to the 
island. British Minister of State for Foreign Affaire Peter Blaker and 
French Minister for Overseas Territories Paul Dijoud discussed the situation 
in Paris in June and two British military advisers are now in the capital of 
the New Hebrides [port] Vila to help end the rebellion.

JAPAN-SOVIET TALKS SUSPENDED--Tokyo, 5 Jun (XINHUA)--The Japanese-Soviet talks 
on collecting seaweeds from the waters off Kaigarajima Island by Japanese 
fishermen, begun in Moscow on 26 May, has suspended owing to their sharp dif- 
ferences over the ownership of the island, according to Japanese press reports 
today. Kaigarajima Island is part of the Habomai Island group, Japan's nor- 
tern territories which are illegally occupied by the Soviet Union.

It is a tradi- 
tion of Nemuro fishermen to collect seaweeds from the waters off Kaigarajima 
Island. Since 1963, Nemuro fisher. « been sending boats there to collect 
seaweeds in summer in accordance _“ivate Japanese-Soviet agreement. In 
1977, Japan extended its territorial: ers from 3 to 12 nautical miles. 
Since then the Soviet Union has refused to allow Japanese fishing boats to 
operate near Kaigarajima Island on the pretext that Japan has banned Soviet 
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fishing within ite territorial waters. According to a JIJI press report, 

the talks were suspended because the Soviet side still demands that Japanese 
boats must get certificates from the Soviet fishery ministry, and insists on 
the right to exercise jurisdiction over Japanese boats operating in the area.

INDLA SEEKS END ASSAM AGITATION--Beijing, 1 Jun (XINHUA)--Indian Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi and leaders of six opposition parties last night 
jointly appealed to the sponsors of the movement against "illegal immigrants" 
in the northeastern state of Assem to immediately call off their agitation as 
a first step towards a negotiated settlement, according to a report from New 
Delhi. The appeal was made public in a statement issued at the end of a 
meeting especially convened by Mrs Indira Gandhi. Calling off the agitation 
would create "an atmosphere conducive to the holding of negotiations and 
arriving at an agreed solution,” the statement says. However, the meeting 
was boycotted by three major opposition parties--the Janata Party of former 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai, the Lok Dal (People's Party) of former Prime 
Minister Charan Singh and the Bharatiya Janata Party (Indian People's Party) 
of former Foreign Minister Vajpayee. Assamese agitators persisted in their 
threat to deport millions of (non-Assamese) “illegal immigrants" who have 
organized counter-deportation demonstrations since last Monday. Official 
sources estimated the cost of the agitation since last December at 3 billion 
rupees ($375 million).

The council also requested the secretary- 
general to continue his mission of good offices to keep the security council 
informed of the progress made and to submit a report on the implementation of 
this resolution by 30 November this year. China did not participate in the 
voting.

Though the Soviet Union ia the largest steel producer in the 
world, ite steel production cannot meet the needa of its economy, According 
to analysis by international experts, this is due to technological backward- 
ness in many enterprises and serious waste of metals.

ORGANIZING COMPETENT CADRES FOR MODERNIZATION URGED

(Editorial; “Build a Contingent of Cadres To Suit the Needs of the Four 
Modernizations" | 


[Text] Cadres are a decisive factor once the political line is determined. 
Our party and state have already formulated a correct political line; to 
carry out this political line firmly and consistently, one primary 
prerequisite is to own a contingent of cadres who possess professional know- 
ledge and competence while adhering to the socialist road. 


After over a half century's revolutionary struggle, our party has trained a 
great many cadres of middle and higher ranks who are all long-tested and 
politically mature with relatively high levels of Marxism-Leninism and lLead- 
ing capacity. As the mainstay of the party, they have mobilized thousands 
upon thousands of middle-aged and young cadres to become actively devoted to 
the socialist cause and hardworking at their respective posts. This serves 
as the fundamental guarantee for the speedy restoration and development of 
our party-led socialist cause, which has weathered the severe trample by 
Lin Biao and the “gang of four." 


However, it must be noted that we are now engaging in a renovated undertaking, 
which has never before been attempted by our forefathers. Even with several 
decades of experiences in revolutionary struggles, many of our cadres are no 
longer up to the requirements for their present work, they will have to study 
things anew as urgently required, and in the practice of accomplishing the 
four modernizations, they must study, review, explore, summarize and accumu- 
late nuw knowledge and experiences, In addition, China's systems of cadres 
and leading organs are no longer suited to the needs of the new situation and 
tasks in many cases, especially in the case of lacking professionals and 
leading cadres among the middle-aged and young people. Therefore, the urgent 


task of building a huge force of cadres to serve the needs of the four 
@odernizations has been placed before the whole party and people. 
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To accomplish this task, it te tmperative to emancipate the mind, and to 
break away from certain conventions, 


Whenever talking about the task of selecting a vast number of cadres that 
not only uphold the socialist road but possess professional knowledge, some 
comrades just shake their head: “Where on earth can we find such talenta?" 
Actually, in terms of the requirements for achieving the four modernizations, 
the professionals we have really are not enough to meet the demand, thus 
constituting a wide gap in supply. But it is not factual either if we say 
that there are no more talents available for us to choose. It should be 
noted that over the past 30 years since the founding of New China, we have 
brought forward not only several million college students but also groups of 
experte with especial training and skills in all trades and professions that 
study assiduously in their respective vocational works. Unfortunately, our 
party committees at various levels and some veteran cadres in particular, 
have not made any earnest efforts to discover, select, train and help young 
cadres, nor have they placed this important matter on the agenda as a top 
priority item. The minds of some of our comrades are still being restricted 
by the shackles of certain old habits as well as regulations and 

conventions hindering the development of this task, which must be cleared 
away as soon as possible. Mentioned below are these ideological stumbling 
blocks. 


"To consider qualifications and arrange ranks according to seniority." The 
first things to be considered primarily in selecting cadres for advancement 
are one's years of service and current official rank. In other words, 

it is not to select the good and appoint the able, but rather, to judge 
people on the basis of qualifications. And of course, generally speakiug, 
those comrades that have worked longer would have some more experience. But 
qualifications may not absolutely go in direct proportion to competence. 
Furthermore, even with greater seniority and rich experience, some comrades 
are getting older and weaker, and are no longer well qualified to assume those 
heavy first-line responsibilities of leadership. Should we fail to select 
and promote middle-aged and young cadres in good time, and then promptly 
train them well, our undertakings will be in jeopardy of coming to a stop. 
Some comrades not only consider the middle-aged and young cadres relatively 
inexperienced and undependable, but’ feel uncertain about their ability to 
“keep things under good control.” In reality, where does experience come 
from? Isn't it derived from assiduous study and practice, after all? An 
iron shoulder cannot be press-forged unless it carries heavy loads. If 
middle-aged and young cadres are not given heavy loads to shoulder, then 
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none of them will ever be fully adequate to the responsibility of leader- 
ship. There is no such a genius born with knowledge; there are only quali- 
fied personnel whose abilities come from teats in practice, Our old cadres 
have all been young before, and many of them took on very important taske 
when they were in their twenties and thirties; why can't our middle-aged 
and young cadres bear auch a load? Cadres in their thirties and forties 
today all have certain professional knowledge, by and large they attended 
colleges during the 1950's, and have already experienced a rather long 
period of social practice, they are our precious wealth, and special atten- 
tion must be paid to select cadres for advancement from among this group of 
people. Our veteran comrades should fix their attention on the broad vista 
of our cause, and break free from the conventional practice of "considering 
qualifications and arranging ranks according to seniority,” thus giving first 
priority to this task of selecting and training relatively younger cadres. 
It doesn't matter to bungle a little in all the other undertakings--as long 
as this main task is accomplished with marked success, we all can feel at 
ease to see Marx after death. And the deal of “keeping things under 
control” is again of relative, provisional significance only. As long as we 
do a good job in selecting personnel through good judgments, the whole 
"situation" will be under our control in no time. What's more, groups of 
our veteran comrades will back us up and help us to amend and control the 
"situation." 


"Man must be perfect." In training and selecting cadres, what some comrades 
have in mind are not the essential requirements of integrity and ability, 
faithful cevotion to the cause of the party, vocational competence, and lead- 
ership cavacity, but rather, some side issues of secondary importance, as they 
are so fastidious in their continued attempt to pick only those ideologically 
pure cadres who have “a dot of redness in family origin, a thread of redness 
in personal history, and a piece of redness in social connections." 
Consequently, some comrades of good character and real learning have long 
been held down without any promotions. Of course, cadre selection is a 
serious task, which calls for a high sense of responsibility as well as 
thorough, meticulous investigations and reviews; by no means should personnel 
be appointed by favoritism or factionalism like the “gang of four." But to 
select with discretion is not to seek flawless “perfect people." There is 
simply no “perfect man" in society. Should we go by such a metaphysical 
approach in selecting cadres, we will only end up finding "no good person in 
Hong Tong county," thus thoroughly eradicating the source of cadres. As to 
family origin, social connections and personal history of cadres, scientific 
analysis must also be made bas«. on facts and by no means should minor things 
be considered important matters or small ants be regarded as big elephants. 
Here is an actual situation in China under which the vast majority of the 
middle-aged and young people about 40 years old have become mature through 
our party's training. Although the family background and origin of some 
comrades are not very good, and their personal social relationships are rather 
complex, or some shortcomings and mistakes are recorded in their personal history 
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if they have actually behaved and performed relatively well over a long 
period, and they are well learned and trained, or they have acquired certain 
professional knowledge through training and education, then they can also 
be unhesitatingly employed and promoted to responsible posts. Qualified 
personnel are worthy, and are hard tocomeby. Our leading cadres should 
assume the role of Bo Le [0130 2867)! in really knowing how to discover and 
select talents; under no circumstances should they ever allow their view 

of the whole overshadowed by the trivial, and commit the foolish act of 
suppressing and throwing aside talents. 


"Departmentalism." We brought up many people with professional knowledge 
or skill in the past, but for a variety of reasons, quite a few of them 
could not turn to good use what they learned in school; readjustments must 
now be made to transfer them to such posts suited to the characteristic of 
their respective special fields so that their specialized skills can be 
brought into full play. Yet, usually under the pretext of “Revolutionary 
work is slso being done here under me," leading comrades in some units just 
won't let go by detaining these professionals under themselves rather than 
willingly transferring them to the right units. This employment practice 
of retaining the incompetent rather than recruiting the qualified is a 
tremendous waste, as personnel's talents are not being fully utilized. Being 
cadres of the party and state, our cadres should not be turned into "unit 
ownership" or even “personal ownership." We must proceed from the overall 
situation as a whole, take into account the long-term interests of the 
nation, serve the needs of the four modernizations, and strive to expand 
our vision beyond our own little world; if not, no matter how loud we shout 
the "Four Modernizations" in words, we are simply detrimental to the 

cause of the four modernizations in deeds. 


This important job of speedily bringing up a force of consistently socialist- 
minded cadres with vocational knowledge and competence has a bearing on the 
future and destiny of our party and state; it is a very urgent, arduous 

task confronting us today. In accomplishing this task by hook or by crook, 
leading cadres at all levels must closely heed and conscientiously eliminate 
such various erroneous ideas that hinder the smooth progress of this under- 
taking. If we succeed in completing this task, the cause of our four 
modernizations will be definitely assured, and our whole business will 
continue to develop and flourish.

BEIJING MEETING MARKS DEATH ANNIVERSARY OF AMERICAN WRITER

a meeting in the Chinese capital today in commemoration of the 30th anni- 
versary of the death of the progressive American journalist and writer, 
Agnes Smedley. 


Speakers at the meeting recalled Miss Smedley as a beloved friend of the 
Chinese people. During China's democratic revolution and the war against 
Japanese aggression, she overcame great difficulties in doing progressive 
news reporting, which was transmitted to the rest of the world. 


The book, "The Great Road," about Comrade Zhu De, which she wrote after a 
long series of interviews with him in Yanan, and her numerous other works 
all enjoyed international prestige. 


The commemoration meeting started at 3 p.m. in the auditorium of the Chinese 
people's association for friendship with foreign countries. 


Kang Keqing, widow of Comrade Zhu De, was the first to speak at the meeting. 
She said: 


“Agnes Smedley left us 30 years ago, yet her distinct qualities of being 
keen and alert, serious and earnest, firm and tenacious, as well as her deep 
concern and great enthusiasm for the Chinese revolution remain engraved in 
our memories. 


"Miss Smedley came to Yanan, cradle of the Chinese revolution, in the spring 
of 1937. She soon changed into her grey army uniform, with a red-starred 
octagonal cap on her head, cloth puttees around her legs and a leather belt 
around her waist. She lived and worked among us, full of vigor and in high 
spirits.... She had long identified her feelings with those of the Chinese 


people." 


Kang Keqing added: 








"Overcoming numerous difficulties, Agnes Smedley made outstanding contributions 
in acquainting the people of the world with the Chinese revolution in the 
course of protracted struggles, thus adding a brilliant and moving chapter to 
the annals of the friendship between the Chinese and American peoples. 


"The life of Agnes Smedley was a life of struggle. She is the pride of the 
Chinese and American peoples, particularly women, and is a symbol of Sino-U.S. 
friendship." 


In conclusion, Kang Keqing said: "It is with great respect and love that I 
today cherish the memory of our close comrade-in-arms Agnes Smedley. She will 
live in the hearts of the Chinese people forever," 


Dr Ma Haide (George Hatem), who was a personal friend of Miss Smedley, also 
spoke at the meeting. 


He said that although Agnes Smedley had been born in America, she "belonged 
to the world." 


He added that she was "a great fighter in the struggles for peace and freedom." 


Recalling their friendship, Dr Ma told the meeting, "she greatly influenced me 
in the early 30s when I first came to Shanghai as a young doctor." 


Dr Ma said that Miss Smedley was also the spark that stimulated him to learn 
more about the Chinese people and the Chinese Communist Party. 


"She greatly influenced my decision to join the Chinese Red Army in 1936," 
he said. 


In concluding his remarks, Dr Ma said that Miss Smedley was "a true daughter 
of the American people and stands as an indelible model for young and old who 
treasure freedom and a new world." 


“Her memory will always live in China as solid as the granite monument over 
her grave in the cemetary of heroes of the Chinese revolution. She is at 
peace." 


In a written speech sent to the meeting, the noted Chinese writer, Mao Dun, 
said: “Whenever I think of her, I feel as if she were right here with us, 
shining with more brilliance than before.... We respect and love her." 


Mao Dun recalled that Miss Smedley came to Shanghai in the late 1920s, and 
later went to Xian and northern Shaanxi. She did a great variety of work for 
the Chinese revolution at the anti-Japanese war front in Shanxi, he recalled, 
as well as in the new fourth army and in Wuhan. 


"Those were the most difficult days for the Chinese people," Mao Dun said, 
and added: "Yet she considered those the happiest days in her life." 


Summing up his feelings about the American writer, Mao Dun added: 
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"She fell victim to persecution by McCarthyism in the 408, and was compelled 
to leave the United States. Stricken by illness and poverty, she finally died 
in London. Her last words and the articles she left behind were without ex- 
ception pervaded with her profound sentiments towards China. 


"As a writer and a journalist, Smedley had wide historic vision, keen political 
perception, a strong sense of purpose, dauntless fighting will and vivid 
writing style, setting an excellent example for us literary and linguistic 
workers.

DENG YINGCHAO VISITS ZHOU'S FORMER PARIS RESIDENCE

{[Text) F. .6, 11 Jun (XINHUA correspondent)--Deng Yingchao arrived at Rue 
Godefroy in Paris yesterday afternoon to visit the small hotel where Premier 
Zhou Enlai carried out revolutionary activities in the 1920s. 


The afternoon air of Paris had just been freshly washed by an early summer 
shower when Madame Deng arrived at the hotel. She said that she knew this 
place although it was her first visit. In the 1920s, "I received letters he 
(Zhou Enlai) sent me from No. 17 on this very street," she said. 


Accompanied by vice-chairman of the French National Assembly Andre Delehedde 
Deng Yingchao approached the wall of the hotel to examine the memorial plaque 
on it more closely. The plaque had been dedicated in 1979 under the sponsor- 
ship of the municipal government of Paris and Premier Hua Guofeng personally 
unveiled it last October while visiting France. 


Deng Yingchao and other members and aides of the delegation went up to the 
third floor of the hotel and into room no. 16--the room Zhou Enlai once 
occupied. Only 4.5 square metres of floor space, the room is barely large 
enough for a single bed and a small table and chair. 


Deng Yingchao swept the room with her eyes, viewed the scene from the window, 
and then sat briefly on the small bed. She seemed to be lost in the  Lhoughts 
and excitement of memories recalled. She told the people around her, “in the 
past, when the party branch in Europe was having a meeting here, some had to 
sit on the floor." 


Outside the door of the room is a disused old rusted water tap. One can 
imagine Zhou Enlai fetching water from it. Deng Yingchao said, “their life 
was hard at that time." 


After she left the room and descended the stairs, Comrade Deng Yingchao came 
to a room on the second floor facing the street. She looked through the 
window and saw the many people waving to her from on the street and from the 
windows on the opposite side of the street. She waved back in acknowledgement 
and shouted "friendship" in French. 
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Standing once again under the memorial plaque for Comrade Zhou Enlai, Com- 
rade Deng Yingchao presented to the hotel manager, Gerard Boubault, a framed 
Chinese embroidery with a pine and a crane, and told him that "pine and crane 
are symbols for a long life, and are symbolic of the friendship between our 
two peoples which will continue from generation to generation without inter- 
ruption." 


The French people have given Comrade Deng Yingchao and the delegation a warm 
welcome for their visit to France and have expressed their respect for Com- 
rade Zhou Enlai and their feelings of friendship toward the Chinese people. 


After the Chinese delegation's arrival in this country yesterday, the name 
of Premier Zhou Enlai has been mentioned constantly and with deep feelings 
by French friends whether at formal banquets or during the many gatherings 
with the French people.

President Jacques Chaban-Delmas praised Comrade Zhou Enlai for his "extra- 
ordinary talents". He said he felt very happy and touched on learning of 
Deng Yingchao's visit to Premier Zhou Enlai's former residence.

ship group of the national assembly, the group president, Francois d'Harcourt, 

made particular mention of Premier Zhou Enlai's contribution to China's revolu- 
tionary war.

PLA LEADER REQUESTS SEVERE PUNISHMENT FOR ERRING RELATIVE

[Text] Wuhan, 10 Jun (XINHUA)--Wu Xiuquan, deputy chief of general staff 

of the Chinese People's Liberation Army, recently wrote to the leaders of the 
Public Security Bureau of Wuhan City, Hubei Province, Central China, request- 
ing Wu Shuping, a son of his nephew, be severely punished. 


Fourteen-year old Wu Shuping is a middle school student. Since this year he 
fell into bad company. He refused to listen to his parents’ advice and was 
involved in some gang fighting and even inflicted injuries on others. The 
public security organs in the city imposed on him a punishment of 15-day 
detention and fined him twenty yuan. 


Wu Xiuquan said in his letter that he had been told Wu Shuping had taken 

part in the activities of a gang, and sometimes engaged in swindles and bluffs 
by misusing his grand uncle's name. To Wu Xiuquan wrote: "I request you to 
put him in a juvenile delinquency detention house so as to make him a new 
person.” His letter also detailed Wu Shuping's address, the conditions of 
his family supplemented by some details about his misdoing. 


On receiving the letter, the Wuhan Public Security Bureau made further in- 
vestigation of Wu Shuping's offences and reexamined the case, but they deemed 
it proper to impose on him the former punishment, feeling no need to send him 
to the juvenile delinquency detention house. Still, the public security per- 
sonnel of the city thought that the spirit of Wu Xiuquan's strict demand about 
his relative was worthy and appreciated. 


With two-months' joint help and education by the public security bureau and 
his family, Wu Shuping has mended his ways in action, the report said.

SECONDARY SPECIALIZED EDUCATION MUST BE TAKEN SERIOUSLY, OPERATED WELL 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 25 Apr 80 p 1 


[Text] Our reporter who attended the National Conference on Secondary 
Specialized Education heard many very heartening things there: 


Secondary specialized education in Hubei Province is experiencing healthy 
development. The province has set up a complete system of secondary spe- 
clalized education involving schools in all categories. According to 
statistics compiled at the end of 1979, there were 138 technical secondary 
schools in the province, and these schools had more than 47,000 students 
and nearly 9,000 teachers, staff, and workers. Compared with the figures 
for 1965, the number of technical secondary schools in the province had 
increased 3.6 times, the number of students attending them had increased 
1.8 times, and the number of teachers, staff, and workers had increased 
1.18 times. Compared with the statistics for 1960, the year in which 
technical secondary schools grew the most of any year in their history, 
the number of these schools had increased by 27, and the number of their 
students by more than 17,000. These schools have been distributed on a 
rational basis, and given complete facilities for specialized subjects. 
Besides teacher training, the technical secondary schools in Hubei have a 
total of 179 specialties belonging to eight general categories: engineering, 
agriculture, forestry, health, finance and economics, physical education, 
art, and politics and law. With the exception of engineering and modern 
technology, which are still fairly weak, the technical personnel in these 
secondary schools are capable of meeting the province's needs. 


The departments in charge of operating schools in Sichuan Province have 
adopted vigorous measures to build up a material base for technical secondary 
schools, and they have made earnest efforts to overcome the problems they 
have encountered in school administration. Last year the Provincial Bureau 
of Agriculture made education the focal point of capital construction invest- 
ment, and allocated 3 million yuan in capital construction funds to the 
province's 17 agricultural secondary schools, the largest sum of money ever 
spent on schools for capital construction in a single year. The construction 
of new school buildings covering a total area of more than 36,000 square 
meters alleviated the tight situation with respect to school buildings. 
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Over the last 2 years, the Provincial Electric Power Bureau has given money 
to two provincial technical secondary achoole for the construction of new 
buildings covering an area of 14,000 square meters, built a laboratory 5,000 
square meters in area for each school, and spent 500,000 yuan on new labora~ 
tory equipment for these achoolse. In addition, the Miniatry of Electric 
Power Industry has given approval to the Chengdu Hydroelectric Power School 
to build an electric power station, to be used for teaching purposes, with 
an inetalled capacity of 3.75 million kilowatts and enough classrooms, 
dormitory rooms, and cafeteria facilities for three classes of students. 

The Ministry has also arranged with some production unite for the use of 
their buildings by students for fieldwork. The Provincial Bureau of Education 
Instrument Company has for the last 3 years supplied technical secondary 
schools of all categories with approximately 1.5 million yuan worth of 
scientific instruments for use in teaching, and solved some of the schools’ 
difficulties caused by their lack of instruments. Because of active support 
and vigorous assistance over the last few years from the various departments 
in charge of operating schools, technical secondary schools of all categories 
have been able to revive 31 school factories, the area used for school farms 
and forestry centers has grown to more than 3,700 mu, many bases for field- 
work and experimental work have been established, the quality of instruction 
has improved, schools' revenues have increased, and the quality of teachers' 
and students’ lives has improved. 


The Tianjin Municipal Chemical Industry Bureau has made great efforts to 
develop technical secondary schools by planning school buildings and providing 
funds, and has achieved remarkable results. Over the last few years, the 
bureau has stressed both production and education, regarding investment in 
education as part of investment in production. Every year, about 10 percent 
of the bureau's outlay of funds goes to investment in capital construction 
and equipment for the schools that it operates. Last year, the bureau also 
allocated a percentage of its profits to school construction. Also, the 
bureau gives priority to schools whenever possible in its allocation of 
advanced technical equipment and machinery used in production in the chemical 
industry. Since 1972, the Tianjin Municipal Chemical Industry Bureau has 
been operating 12 schools for technicians, and has opened three technical 
secondary schools and one secondary technical class. This system currently 
has more than 3,100 students, and its 6,000-plus graduates, who have been 

the solution to the lack of technical personnel in production departments, 
have played an important role in gradually changing the composition of 

cadre contingents, promoting technological innovation, and raising produc- 
tion efficiency. 


Why have these areas and departments managed secondary specialized education 
fairly well? A major reason is the importance attached by the leadership 

to the recognition that running educational enterprises is not only a job 
for education departments, but requires as well that personnel units take 
care of training qualified personnel, and also the leadership's recognition 
of the significant positionand role of secondary specialized education in 
the national economy and the educational system. 
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The leadership regards secondary apecialized education as an essential compo- 
nent of the state educational system, charged with the heavy responsibility 
of training technical personnel at the secondary level. 


Generally speaking, the number of persons in scientific and technical con- 
tingents who are qualified at the secondary level should be two to three 
times that of persons who work at advanced levels. Right now the ratio 
nationwide ie much lower, only one to one. Consequently, the proportion 

of technical personnel qualified at the secondary level in eciencific and 
technical contingents must be increased. So we must devote energetic efforts 
to achieving a system of secondary specialized education that needs less 
investment, can be speedily built up, and trains students in short periods 
of time. This is the only way we can quickly and economically train techni- 
cal personnel at the secondary level who will fit in with the need of 
construction of the four modernizations. 


The leadership also discussed the time needed to train personnel, and 
pointed out that it will be the mid-1980's when graduates begin taking up 
construction posts in steady numbers. We must have strategic vision to 
train a large group of qualified technical personnel at the secondary level 
to serve the readjusted national economy. This is an urgent matter, a 
pressing task that calls for realism. 


Precisely because the relevant leading departments in Hubei, Sichuan, Tianjin, 
and other places have recognized the importance of operating technical 
secondary schools well, they have put secondary specialized education in 

its proper place, adopted vigorous measures such as establishing a special 
agency to strengthen leadership and management in technica! secondery 
schools, maintaining frequent contact with departments in charge of operating 
schools, studying and solving problems related to operating schools, and 
bringing the initiative of all departments in charge of operating schools 
into full play, and thereby forcefully propelled secondary specialized 
education forward. The practices followed in the aforementioned areas tell 
us that technical secondary schools can be operated well and experience 

their proper development if leadership gives them special attention and 
adopts practical measures.

FUJLAN PROVINCE UNIT HELPS REUNITE TAIWAN, MAINLAND FAMILIES

[Text] Fuzhou, 5 Jun (XINHUA)--Li Ahui of Taiwan, who lost contact with 
his young sister 30 years ago, recently asked the Public Security Bureau 
at Xianmen (Amoy), Fujian Province, to help ham find her. He hoped she 
was still living in Xiamen. 


His letter, received in March, was given to the bureau's letter-handling 
department and the staff there began to look for her, armed only with an 
old photograph and her last known address. 


They have just found her, still living in Xiamen. She is Xie Zhenbi, now 
55 years old, who burst into tears of happiness when she was told her brother 
had been trying to contact her. 


Xie Zhenbi, born in Taiwan, moved to Xiamen with her step-parents when she 
was three years old. Later, her step-mother died and her step-father 
returned to Taiwan. Xie Zhenbi remained in Xiamen and, apart from a visit 
in 1944 to see her parents and her step-father, she lost contact with her 
family. 


Xie Zhenbi's case is typical of the hundreds of families who have become 
separated over the past 30 years or more in the islands of the Taiwan 
Straits, and whom the Xiamen authorities are helping to reunite. 


The letter-handling service began soon after the National People's Congress 
Standing Committee issued the "message to Taiwan compatriots" on New Year's 
Day, 1979, and it has since received a flood of requests to find missing 
relatives.

BEIJING SPONSORS ‘HOUSING EXCHANGE FAIR'

[Text] Beijing, 16 Jun (XINHUA)--"Who wants to go north?" proclaimed a 
sign hanging around Li Fuquan's neck. 


“Who wants to go to Chongwenmen?" “Who wants to go to Xuanwuman?" cried out 
two more notices slung from his shoulder. 


Li Fuquan is a Beijing cartographer who spends more than two hours on the 
bus each day commuting to and from work, and still more time travelling to 
visit his elderly parents. 


The three signs were his way of advertising his desire to move closer to 
his parents and work, his parents’ desire to move closer to him, and also 
the wish of a friend to move house. 


He was one of about 2,500 Beijing residents attending a "housing exchange 
fair" at a downtown middle school Sunday, the second such fair this year. 
The first was held last month. 


The affair Sunday was sponsored by Beijing's western city district housing 
bureau, but attracted would-be home-swappers from all over the city. Most 
people in Beijing live in government-owned housing, though a few own their 
homes. 


"Although the government is building new apartments, the serious housing 
shortage in the city still cannot be solved in a short period," said Guo 
Chongding, head of the bureau. "Helping citizens exchange housing can make 
life more convenient for them." 


A few deals were made on the spot--25 families signed contracts to exchange 
residences, paying the bureau an administrative fee of 30 fen (Chinese 
cents). Another 541 tamilies registered their desire to move, and 377 fami- 
lies made arrangements to look at others’ housing before deciding whether to 


move. 














Not all the agreements were bilateral; some exchanges were more like round- 
robins, with as many as seven families involved. 


Li Fuquan said he regarded the fair as “a good opportunity.” His notices 
attracted others who wanted a change, and one person agreed to have a look 
at his rooms. 


One contract was signed by Gao Xuemong and Liu Shengyuan--allowing Gao to 
live in the same courtyard as his brother, and giving Liu a room facing south 
two blocks away. 


People had all kinds of other reasons for wanting a swap--including disputes 
with neighbors or relatives, the desire for more privacy or simply an urge 
for a change of environment. 


An automobile worker said he wanted to move because his two sons were "too 
naughty" and disturbed their grandparents. A worker from a grindstone plant 
who lived at his parents’ home said he wanted to move "to avoid clashes" be- 
cause his mother was not on good terms with his wife. 


Housing exchanges have been taking place in Beijing for some time, through 
housing exchange stations around the city. Last year 5,000 families swapped 
homes, and 1,900 families have found new abodes this way in the first six 
months of this year. 


The exchange stations also provide moving services for people who have 
signed contracts.

BEIJING BUILDS MORE HOTELS FOR TOURISTS

{Text} Beijing, 18 Jun (XINHUA)--Beijing authorities have decided to build 
a number of hotels for tourists this year with the biggest such investment 
since the founding of the people's republic, says the city's capital con- 
struction department. 


Yanxiang Hotel, a hotel for overseas Chinese tourists, and Fuxingmenwai 
Hotel, which started construction last year, will be completed by the end 
of the year to provide the city with 700 more rooms for tourists. Projects 
to enlarge the Nationalities Hotel and rebuild the Fragrant Hill Hotel and 
the hotel for overseas Chinese will start soon. 


The city plans to start construction of the Great Wall Hotel with over 1,000 
rooms, the Jianguo Hotel with 500 rooms and the Changan, Jianhua, Interna- 
tional and Yanchun Hotels. A project to enlarge the Xiyuan Hotel is under 
consideration. 


Some of these projects will be, invested in by the state, and some will be 
built by joint investment with foreign enterprises, or by using foreign loans 
or by compensatory trading. 


Beijing received 150,000 foreign or overseas Chinese tourists last year, while 
in 1977 the city received only 50,000 people. Because of the shortage of 
hotels, the city is not able to receive more tourists from abroad. 


A city with a history of over 3,000 years, Beijing attracts tourists with its 
cultural relics and beautiful scenic spots and parks. Taking advantage of 


this to develop tourism has become one of the major projects in building the 
city.

ELDERLY PRC CITY DWELLERS KEEP FIT

[Text] Beijing, 19 Jun (XINHUA)--In terms of mass participation, the two 
most popular events in China's fitness movement are a slow, rhythmic exercise 
called taijiquan, and jogging. 


Early every morning, hundreds of Chinese men and women gather in parks, 
plazas and other open spaces in cities across the country to do taijiquan 
exercise. 


Taijiquan dated from the 16th century. Since the birth of New China, it has 
been widely practiced as a means to keep fit. It is particularly popular 
among the middle-aged and elderly people as a physico-therapeutic exercise. 


Following is a survey of taijiquan, jogging and other events incorporated in 
the fitness movement in a number of Chinese cities: 


Yinchuan. In this capital of the Ningxia autonomous region for the Islamic 
Hui people, 10,000 residents take part in a daily programme of taijiquan 
exercise, this means one in every 30 people among the city populace. 


Since 1977, the city has run 98 training [word indistinct] in taijiquan. 
The man in charge is 46-year-old Wang Xinwu of Hui nationality. He won a 
gold medal at the 1975 national games for his mastery of taijiquan. He is 
one of the three authors of a treatise on taijiquan. 


Xian. A jogging programme for elderly people in northwest China's Xian City 
has attracted 30,000 senior citizens. Among these is 88-year-old Guan 
Yurun, who runs 5,000 metres at a leisurely pace every morning. 


But by and large, taijiquan is still the most popular event in the city's 
fitness movement for middle-aged and elderly people. They practise taijiquan 
every morning, rain or shine, summer or winter. 


In a recent time trial, 69-year-old Professor Guo Jie, a middle distance 
runner in the 1936 Olympic Games, was clocked in 23 minutes 31.8 seconds in 
the 5,000 metres event. He was placed seventh. 
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Hefei. In East China's Anhui Province, training courses in taijiquan and 


jogging are drawing large number of participants among the middle-aged and 
elderly people. 


In the provincial capital of Hefei, a round-the-city race and a cross country 
race drew 51,000 participants, both young and old. 


The repair shop of the Maanshan Iron and Steel Works has been cited twice 


nationally as an outstanding unit for its success in promoting the fitness 
movement. 


Harbin. Northeast China's Harbin is known for the variety of events in its 
fitness movement and the facilities *he city provides. Two latest additions 
last winter were ice yachting and sledding. 


At the Harbin Bearing Factory, which employs 12,000 people, 70 percent of 
the workers are engaged in fitness movements.

LEADING ‘CROSS-TALK' ACTOR BECOMES PROFESSOR

[Text] Beijing, 17 Jun (XINHUA)--Hou Baolin, renowned performer of the 
traditional Chinese art of cross-talk, today was appointed a professor in the 
Department of Chinese Language and Literature of Beijing University. 


Professors Ji Zhenhuai and Xiang Jingjie, dean and vice-dean of the depart- 
ment, went to Hou Baolin's home this morning to present him with the letter 
of appointment. 


Hou Baolin, 64, who is vice-chairman of the Chinese Ballad Singers' Associa- 
tion, said in excitement: "Never did I dream that an ordinary performer like 
me, who had to go wandering before liberation, could become a professor." 


He went on: "This is really a new thing. I owe this to the superiority of 
socialist system. Otherwise, an actor might be a millionaire, but never a 
professor." 

Cross-talk, also called in Chinese the “art of language," is a humorous form 
of stage monologue or dialogue, which is practised throughout China. 


Hou Baolin practised it for 50 years before his retirement from stage life 

last June. His free and agile style and his witty and humorous use of language 
won him fame all over the country. Chairman Mao Zedong and Premier Zhou Enlai 
were also among those who appreciated his skill. He developed hundreds of 
stage routines, many of which were banned during the cultural revolution. 


Having had little schooling as a youth, Hou Baolin developed his routines 
through self-study. He became well-versed in different Chinese dialects which 
he used in hilarious sketches showing how much confusion language can create. 


His linguistic knowledge will come in useful in his new academic post, Profes- 
sor Ji Zhenhuai noted. 


Beijing University has a tradition of teaching folk literature and "quyi,” 
which encompasses cross-talk, ballad singing and story telling. 
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Hou Baolin has given lectures on the origin and development of crosa-talk 
to Chinese and foreign students at the university, and has aleo lectured 
at universities in other Chinese cities. 


he hae devoted a lot of time to writing since last year, and has completed 


& dozen essays and two books on quyi and cross-talk. Now he is planning a 
two-volume history of crose-talk.

HUNAN DRAGON BOAT RACES COMMEMORATE ANCLENT POET

[Text] Miluo, Hunan, 17 Jun (XINHUA)--A patriotic Chinese poet who ended 
his life by drowning more than 2,000 years ago was commemorated here today 
by a “dragon boat" competition on the Milou River which meanders through 
northeastern Hunan Province. 


The festival marking the death of poet Qu Yuan is an annual event. It falls 
on the fifth day of the fifth month according to the Chinese lunar calendar. 


Thousands upon thousands of people came to the banks of the river to watch 
ten multi-coloured dragon-shaped boats, each more than twency metres long and 
manned by a crew of forty. The race began admist cheers and the beating of 
drums and gongs. 


This year's festival marks the 2,258th anniversary of the death of Qu Yuan, 
who lived in the state of Chu during the warring states period. While in 
exile, the poet learned that the capital of Chu had been captured by invading 
troops of the Qin Kingdom. In 278 B.C. he drowned himself in the Miluo River 
in grief and indignation. 


Legend has it that local fishermen rowed along the river searching in vain 
for Qu Yuan, and people threw glutinous rice balls into the water to feed 
the fish so they would not devour the poet's body. 


Qu Yuan's poetry, which shows the poet's concern for the country, his love 
for the people and his hatred for evil, is known to people throughout China. 


In conjunction with the dragon boat festival, a memorial temple to Qu Yuan 
reopened today after renovation. It was originally built along the river 
bank shortly after his death, but was moved to Mount Yusi, 12 kilometres west 
of Miluo County in 1745, during Emperor Qianlong's rule of Qing Dynasty. 


The temple was placed under the protection of the Hunan provincial government 
after liberation and has been renoved several times. It was closed during 
the cultural revolution.

[Text] Beijing, 18 Jun (XINHUA)--A concert of Chinese traditional instru- 
mental music was given here today by the Central Music Conservatory as part 
of the activities marking its 30th anniversary. 


Items performed included solos and ensemble selections on the erhu (2-string 
Chinese fiddle), pipa (4<string Chinese flute), yangqin (dulcimer), zheng 
(multi-string zither-like instrument), suona (Chinese cornet), dizi (Chinese 
flute) and others. 


A promising 19-year-old girl student, Jiang Jianhua, played the erhu solo 
"Two Springs Reflecting the Moon" composed by the late well-known blind folk 
musician Hua Yanjun. 


"Many of our national musical instruments came from other parts of the world 
centuries ago,” 55-year-old Lan Yusong, vice dean of the National Inetrumental 
Music, said to XINHUA. "Considerably adapted by the Chinese people in the 
course of history, they are quite different from the originals," he explained. 
“Our people have created thousands of Chinese compositions over the centuries,’ 
he added. 


Quite a few items played at today's concert, including a pipa solo "Ambush on 
Ten Sides", describing an ancient war, a suona solo “Songfest of a Hundred 
Birds" and a sheng solo “Evening Song of the Fishermen", are famous classical 
Chinese selections. 


Apart from classical music, nearly half of the programme was made up of post- 
liberation works. 


Since 1949, many innovations have been made to enrich the expressive technique 
of traditional musical instruments. 


Examples are the soprano, alto and bass zheng and erhu, which all have richer 
tone colour, bigger sound volume aad greater range and are modulated easily. 
These reformed instruments are widely used in solo and orchestral performances 
to play contemporary music as well as classic and folk melodies. 
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According to Fang Qian, a leading member of the Central Music Conservatory, 
a LO-member national instrumental ensemble was invited in 1979 to perform 
Chinese music in England, lreland and Iraq. They received favourable com- 
mente from the audiences. 


"We are sure more and more people will find Chinese music appealing. By 


blending China's rich music heritage with contemporary life, we will keep 
enriching Chinese music," Vice Dean Lan Yunsong said.

A former medical student Zheng Xiaoying changed her career when she went to 
a communist party-led Liberated area in 1948 and became a member of an army 
cultural troupe. 


A 1956 year graduate of the conservatory, Zheng Xiaoying spent three years 
studying in Moscow in the early 1960s and conducted the opera “La Tosca" 
there. In the years since, she has conducted the Italian opera “La Traviata,’ 
the Chinese opera “Ayikuli” and the Japanese opera "Crane," as well as 
symphonies by Beethoven, Tchaikovskiy, Liszt and other foreign composers and 
Chinese composers such as He Luding and Li Huanzhi. 


She said she was happy that nine other professionally-trained women are now 
conductors of orchestras or choruses. 





During the days of the “gang of four," the Western opera was banned and 
Zheng Xiaoying conducted an orchestra accompanying so-called "model" Chinese 


opera. 


She returned to her opera house in 1978 and immediately began to rebuild the 
orchestra. After nearly two years of hard work, she has brought it back to 
its former standards. The orchestra has played for “La Traviata" and 
“Ayikuli"” and given dozens of concerts since last year, winning favourable 
comments . 


Zheng Xiaoying was born into a patriotic professor's family and began to play 
the piano at age six. When she was ten, she and her younger sister gave a 
family concert and sent donations they had collected to a bookstore in Chong- 
qing which was publishing a journal for Chinese troops fighting the war of 
resistance against the Japanese aggressors.

Zhou Weishi and Lin Mohan, vice ministers of culture; Lu Ji, chairman of the 
Chinese Musicians’ Association; and representatives of Beijing's music, 
drama and other cultural institutions came to congratulate the conservatory 
on its achievements in the past three decades.

Among the graduates who returned were China's first woman conductor Zheng 
Xiaoying, composer Wu Zuqiang, pianist Liu Shikun and Pipa soloist Liu Dehai. 
The.e leading musicians will give a concert on 17 June to mark the occasion. 


Students of the conservatory gave a performance today and will present two 
more concerts next week joined by their teachers. Students in the primary 
school and middle school attached to the conservatory will also giv: a con- 
cert. Jia Hongguang, a second year violin student who passed a national run- 
off for the Sibelius international competition scheduled for Finland in 
November, played at today's ceremony. 


Starting with four departments in lianjin 30 years ago, the conservatory now 
has 704 faculty members and 518 students. There are over 30 specialists in 
music composition, conducting, musicology, national instruments, wind and 
string instruments, piano, vocal music and opera. Professional training 
lasts four or five years. The youngest student is ten-year-old Lu Siqing, a 
violin student in the primary school, and the oldest is Yao Xueyan, in his 
forties, who is taking advanced courses in conducting. 


The conservatory has graduated over 3,000 students in the past 30 years. 

They have been described as the "backbone" of various musical institutions. 
In the Central Philharmonic Symphony Orchestra, 41 of the 120 members studied 
in the wind and string department, including Sheng Zhongguo, one of China's 
leading violinists. 
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The conservatory has invited a number of foreign music educators to help 
train the students and sent some promising students to study abroad. It 
has accepted students from ten countries. 


Like other art institutions in China, the conservatory was forced to close 
during the cultural revolution from 1966 until December 1977, when the 
ministry of culture reopened it and the new enrollment system brought over 
17,000 young people to apply for the entrance examination but due to 
limited vacancies only some 300 were accepted.

HERDSMEN'S CHILDREN'S EDUCATLON--Beijing, 23 May--More than 18,000 children 
of herdsmen of minority nationalities in Qinghai and Xinjiang, northwest 
China, are attending boarding schools, according to local education authori- 
ties. Most of the children--17,000--are attending 350 boarding schools in 
the pastoral areas in Qinghai Province. The other 1,000 children are attend- 
ing 25 schools in the Ili autonomous prefecture of Kazak nationality, which 
is Xingjiang's major stockraising area. Until recent years, herdsmen's 
children used to follow the herds with their families and had to make long 
journeys on horseback every day to reach school. They spent less than half 
as much time at school as city children and had poorer examination results. 
The schools teach the Tibetan pupils mainly in their own language. The 
provincial capital of Xining and other cities of Qinghai Province, 15 tech- 
nical schools have been set up to train people from the local national

MUSIC EDUCATION--Beijing, 14 Jun--Popularizing music education is necessary 
for professionals to keep raising their artistic level, said Professor Zhao 
Feng, director of the Central Conservatory of Music, on the eve of the 30th 
anniversary of New China's First Music School. The director, who is also 
vice-chairman of the Chinese Musician's Association, called such steps "in- 
dispensable to raising the cultural level of the whole nation." Amateur 
musicians and higher standard of music appreciation were needed, as well as 
competent composers, singers and musicians trained in professional schools, 

he stressed. He said the conservatory had established several amateur music 
schools in factories and rural areas before the cultural revolution. He was 
considering setting up such a school in the centre of Beijing where youngsters 
could take music lessons in their spare time. It is now training some amateur 
musicians at the children's palace and the working people's palace of culture. 
Professor Zhao said he hoped education in aesthetics, including music and art 
would become part of the curriculum of all schools.

AUTHOR'S MYSTERY PORTRAIT--Beijing, 13 Jun--For decades, scholars involved in 
the study of the 18th-century Chinese classic "Dream of Red Mansions" have 
been intrigued by descriptions of a missing portrait said to be of the author, 
Cao Xueqin. Now what may be new evidence shedding light on the portrait's 
veracity has surfaced in Shanghai: a number of poems which may have been out 
from the scroll on which the portrait was painted 2 centuries ago. The scroll 
came into the private collection of a man named Li Zuhan in the 1920s, and at 
some point he made a photograph of it. The \ereabouts of the original are 
not known and only the photo remains. Descriprions of the scroll say it was 
inscribed with poems by 10 poets. Scholars believe the poems will help them 





determine the subject of the portrait, for some say it could have been 
another person. What appear to be seven of the poems by four of the poets 
came into the possession of Li Zuhan's nephew, Li Mingsheng, who donated them 
to the government after reali: ing they might pertain to studies of "Dream of 
Red Mansions."
